' Different Kinds of Inloxicalion.

rA' New York paper in commenting on a grade crossing acci- 


dent which resulted in several deaths speaks of intoxication 
"not caused by alcohol, but by (lie sense of power and speed 
which an automobile gives." 


In (his case the automobilist was driving along a highway 


close to a railroad and when a train came along he started to 
race with it. He succeeded so well in matching the speed of 
(he train that they reached a crossing at the same lime. 
The 


automobile was struck by the engine, four persons, including 
the driver, were killed and several others injured. 
The engi- 


neer said Ihere was nothing lo obstruct the vision of the auto 
driver and that he drove upon the track.with a full,knowledge 
flint a fast train was close at hand, and should have realized 
that he-was gambling, with death when .he attempted to cross 
ahead of il. The paper in its comment said; "What happened 
must have been the-resiill of the driver's own state of mind. 
Either he was too badly frightened to know what he was doing 
or he was intoxicated, as many motorists often are, not by 
alcohol, but by the sense of power and speed which an auto- 
mobile gives." 


The paper then goes on to say: "This is a subject into which 


students of the-psychology of behavior might do well lo look. 
Men were designed by nature to walk or run, but not to drive 
automobiles. The excessive speed of which Ihese machines 
are capable produces conditions with which we are not in- 
stinctively and without long'lraining. fitted to deal. A consid- 
erable number of accidents, both lo automobilisls themselves 
and lo pedestrians, can be accounted for only on the ground 
that the responsible person was not at the moment in a normal 
menial condition." 


It is quite possible that there is some basis for this conclu- 


sion, but it will not be easy lo convince the public that most 
of this kind of driving, and most of the attempts to cross rail- 
roads ahead of fast approaching trains, is not due more to ihe 
spirit of daredevilism than to speed intoxication. That there 
is such a thing,as that kind of intoxication is probably true, 
but there is'no reason lo believe that il is nearly as common as 
alcoholic intoxication. 
But when it comes to racing with 


trains and trying to cross ahead of them one kind is ns bad as 
the other. A few years ago in a Massachusetts town an auto- 
ist raced with a train until they reached a crossing, the tram a 
few feet ahead of the machine, which in broad daylight ran 
into the side of the engine with results which it is needless to 
detail. Only a few days ago a driver in a Vermont town 
started in a race with a train, waving a bottle in the air as he 
flew along, thereby giving evidence that he was Ihe victim of 
one if not both brands of intoxication mentioned. 
Fortunate- 


ly, the train beat him to the crossing a mile or two from where 
the race started and there was no tragedy to record. 


This sort of thing is going on every day in all parts of the 


country, and very frequently (lie results are "front-page, 
scare-head" articles in the papers. 
If the psychologists think 


anything can be accomplished by "looking into it," well and 
good. Such action could do no harm, but if there is a remedy 
il will be found in the imposition of penalties for such reckless- 
ness which would cause offenders to "stop, look and listen" 
before incurring them. 
And these penalties should not be 


withheld until there arc fatalities. They should be imposed 
in every case of reckless driving, especially over railroad cross- 
ings. 
If this were done for a time there would undoubtedly 


be a pronounced change for the better. 


From the South, this lime from Georgia, comes tlie report 


of another lynching. A 15-year-old negro boy was burned at 
the slake, and at lasl accounts the mob was looking for an-

Here is a "problem" for the psychologists and others 


to work on, and it looks as if it would take them some lime lo 
solve it.
